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El ction/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: I) a method of operating a liquefied natural gas facility 
using a start-up mode and a normal mode containing claims 1-28 and 53-70 and II) a 
method of starting a liquefied natural gas facility by introducing streams with different 
separation points into a heavies removal column containing claims 29-52. It is noted 
that that the different steps of species I are admitted to a removal column in a series of 
discrete steps. In species II, the streams may be admitted simultaneously. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic.
